Thousands of family members and 
friends were on hand in Ashland on 
March 5 to welcome home members of 
the Kentucky National Guard’s 201st 
Engineer Battalion, back from a 10- 
month tour of combat duty in Afghani- 
stan. 

Among them were the loved ones of 
Lt. Bazie Dulen of Ky. 437, West Lib- 
erty, who commanded one of the 201st’s 
eight route- clearing platoons in the 
country’s eastern region. 

Kentucky’s Adjutant General, Maj. 
Gen. Edward T. Tonini, who, along with 
Gov. Steve Beshear, was on hand to meet 
the troops in Ashland, said, “Nothing 
moved in this part of Afghanistan until 
the 201st got a call to take the point and 
clear the route.” 

Tonini said the fact the 201st received 
54 Purple Hearts during its time in Af- 



ghanistan was testimony to the danger- 
ous conditions in which it operated. 

Additionally, Tonini said, the unit 
was awarded 342 Army Commendation 
Medals, 110 Bronze Stars, 21 Star Med- 
als with the valor designation, and three 
Silver Stars as a result of its service in 
Afghanistan. 

Lt. Col. Michael Ferguson, com- 
mander of the 201st, said the unit, which 
earned the nickname “the Workhouse 
Battalion,” was the “tip of the spear” in 
Afghanistan. Its members encountered 
on a daily basis “what everyone else on 
the battlefield wanted to avoid,” 
Ferguson said. 

He said there was no doubt the unit’s 
explosives-sweeping efforts had pre- 
vented thousands of military personnel 
and civilians from being maimed or 
See LT.

A Cannel City man resigned his po- 
sition with the Morgan County Water 
District last week after it was learned 
that he had borrowed a truck and a back- 
hoe owned by the water district without 
permission. 

The incident was discovered after 
complaints were received at the Judge 
Executive’s Office that a “county em- 
ployee” had used “ county government 
equipment” for work on his own prop- 
erty. 

Following an investigation by the 
Judge’s office, the water district board 
was notified and the employee, Robert 
Adkins, later resigned from his job with 
the water department. 

While the county road department 
and the county water district are sepa- 
rate entities, both keep their equipment 
at the county garage.

(coal, fuel oil, propane kerosene or 
wood) is the heat source; 30 percent or 
less propane in their tanks (bring pro- 
pane company name and active account 



number). 

• The household has received a past 
due/disconnect notice if natural gas or 
electric is the heat source (bring copy 
of the disconnect bill). 

• The household’s home heating costs 
are included as an undesignated portion 
rent, and the household has received an 
eviction notice for non-payment of rent 
from the landlord (bring eviction notice). 

Must have documentations to apply: 

• Verification of their 911 address (a 
metered utility bill in their name or pic- 
ture ID with their current 911 address 
listed). 

• Proof of all income for the house- 
hold for the past month. 

• Social Security numbers, birthdates 
and other pertaining information on all 
household members.

Bid let for animal shelter; 
funds run out for VFD’s

The Morgan County Fiscal Court 
during its regular March 11 meeting 
awarded the construction bid for the 
county animal shelter project. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley said the 
bid was awarded to the Magoffin County 
firm of PBTHNOJJ Construction at a 
cost of $71,900. 

The shelter, which was to have been 
housed at EKCC and maintained by in- 
mates, will now be in the originally pro- 
posed location of the former Valley Farm 
Supply store at Grassy. 

“The state decided not to put the shel- 
ter on state property,” Conley said. “But 
the project is now underway at Valley 
Farm, and the shelter is expected to be 
finished sometime this June.” 

In other business, the court approved 
purchase orders and payment of $7,500 
to Danny Cox Tree Trimming and Mat- 
thew Keeton Trucking as partial com- 
pensation for ice storm debris clean up. 

A budget transfer of $15,000 from 
other salaries to debris removal was ap- 
proved. 

Court members entered into a memo- 
randum of agreement with the Kentucky 
Department for Fish and Wildlife allow- 
ing Standafer Builders to blacktop the 
Lost Creek Boat Ramp on the Morgan 
County side of Paintsville Lake. 

Conley said the project should be 
completed shortly after asphalt plants 
open this spring. 

Also approved was a motion to make 
all county road sign purchases from the 
Morgan County Technology Student As- 
sociation when the 2009-2010 school 
year begins this August. 

Before adjournment, magistrates 
changed the date of next month’s fiscal 



court meeting to 7:30 a.m. Monday, 
April 13. 

The Fiscal Court at its regular Feb. 
25 meeting refused to entertain a mo- 
tion to distribute additional funds to 
county emergency services agencies 
upon the county treasurer’s recommen- 
dation.

Co. clerks to collect 
delinquent taxes 
under new Ky. law 

Kentucky sheriffs are no longer re- 
sponsible for collecting delinquent 
taxes. 

Those duties are now transferred to 
the county clerk’s office. The county 
clerk will be responsible for collecting 
the property taxes and for publishing the 
delinquent tax list. 

Publication of the list involves two 
things: 

1 . Publication of a half-page ad in the 
county’s legal newspaper one week prior 
to publication of the delinquent tax. The 
half-page is to inform residents that the 
list will be published the following 
week, and that residents yet have time 
to pay their property taxes or their names 
will appear on the list. 

2. Publication of the delinquent list. 

House Bill 262 transferring these re- 
sponsibilities from sheriffs to county 
clerks lassed both houses of the legisla- 
ture and became effective upon its sign- 
ing by the governor.

The Mountain Eagle opines 

In the wake of the ABC News documentary, “A Hidden America: 
Children of the Mountains,” many are looking for ways to improve 
the grave realities of life in parts of Appalachia. The Mountain Eagle 
in Whitesburg, Ky., suggests re-creating the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, which provided labor for a wide range of projects during the 
Great Depression. 

“When we get to dreaming about how to help change the lives of 
young men and women who are living without much hope today — 
stuck in poverty, nothing to look forward to, no obvious reason to 
stay in school, not much chance of finding a job, dealing and doing 
drugs because that’s what their peers are mostly doing — we don’t 
look back to the War on Poverty,” the weekly opines. “We look back 
further, dreaming of a time when the federal government acted boldly 
and decisively to help millions of Americans who were down on 
their luck, and we dream about whether something like that could 
happen again.” 

The Obama administration has made clear its intention to create 
green jobs. Those types of jobs are a perfect fit for a CCC model, the 
Eagle argues, noting that the Regional Reforestation Initiative and 
the Appalachian Coal Country Watershed Team have started a project 
to reforest old strip mines in Letcher County, which the Eagle serves. 
Unfortunately, “not much of the just-enacted economic stimulus 
seems aimed directly at rural Appalachia,” the paper notes. “Regional 
joblessness is rampant, and thousands of young men and women are 
on the slippery slope of hopelessness.” And while huge amounts of 
taxpayer dollars are spent to try to prevent the problems of Appala- 
chia, $50,000 to $75,000 to keep a single drug abuser in jail for a 
year, not enough is being spent to treat the causes of the problems.

Wrongful death 
trial cancelled 
after case settled 

LOUISA - A trial scheduled 
for Wendy Haney and her chil- 
dren, Kristen and Anthony 
Haney, against Rice Trucking 
Company was cancelled follow- 
ing an agreed settlement among 
the parties. 

The case, filed last year by 
Kirk Law Firm, alleged that 
Ronald Haney’s death and 
Wendy Haney’s serious injuries 
resulted from the negligence of 
Rice’s coal truck operator, Ray 
Davis. The crash occurred in 
March 2008 near a red light on 
the south side of Louisa. 

Ronald Haney, husband of 
Wendy Haney and father of two 
children, died from injuries sus- 
tained in the crash and Wendy 
Haney received serious injuries 
which caused her hospitalization 
for two months and later care in 
a nursing home. 

Mr. and Mrs. Haney were the 
only occupants in their vehicle, 
a SUV. No one else was hurt. 

The Haney family lived at 
Nippa in Johnson County at the 
time of the crash and now live at 
Tomahawk in Martin County. 

The parties agreed that the 
terms of the settlement would not 
be revealed. “I can only say that 
the right and just thing was 
done,” John Kirk said. “I feel 
privileged to have been of some 
assistance to Wendy and her chil- 
dren. I would like to add that jus- 
tice resulted from the committed 
work of Bobby Rowe and Kyle 
Salyer, our co-counsel, and from 
the professionalism of Shaun 
Conley, counsel for the com- 
pany.”

killed. 

Calling his men “true heroes,” 
Ferguson said the 201st per- 
formed a total of 1,131 missions 
during the 10 months it was in 
Afghanistan. It confiscated and 
detonated 335 improvised explo- 
sive devices and was involved in 
80 direct- fire and 45 indirect-fire 
engagements with enemy forces. 

Lt. Dulen’s platoon, which 
operated in Patiki Province, con- 
ducted nearly 150 missions dur- 
ing the tour. The platoon was in- 
volved in 30 firefights with 
ambushers and detected and de- 
stroyed 63 IEDs (improvised ex- 
plosive devices) planted by 
Taliban forces. Two of the 
platoon’s armored vehicles were 
destroyed by IEDs, including one 
occupied by Lt. Dulen. Though 
the vehicle was destroyed, Dulen 
said he and his crew were saved 
from serious injury or death by 
the vehicle’s reinforced armor. 

At the return ceremony for the 
201st in Ashland, Lt. Dulin was 
awarded two Purple Hearts, a 
Bronze Star, and the Bronze Star 
with Valor insignia for his service 
in Afghanistan. 

Two of the 201st 512 men 
were killed during the deploy- 
ment. They were Sgt. Daniel 
Wallace of Dry Ridge, Ky., killed 
by small arms fire during an en- 
gagement with the enemy, and 
Sgt. Jonnie Stiles, an Oklahoma 
native who was part of a Louisi- 
ana National Guard unit attached 
to the 201st. 

During the ceremony, Gov. 
Beshear said the event was ar- 
ranged not just to welcome home 
the troops but to honor their fami- 
lies for the sacrifices they en- 
dured during their deployment. 

On hand from Morgan County 
to greet Lt. Dulen in Ashland 
were his wife, Donna; his two 
daughters, Madison and Alyssa;

The proposal would have in- 
creased emergency services 
funding by $25,600 annually, 
which County Treasurer Tommy 
Phipps advised is not available in 
the budget at this time. 

Following the treasurer’s 
counsel, court members did not 
act on the emergency services 
proposal and Riggsby’s motion 
died for lack of a second. 

During a March 9 interview, 
Judge Executive Tim Conley said 
that all monies previously allot- 
ted to county emergency services 
agencies have been distributed. 

“There was originally 
$10,000 in the budget for emer- 
gency services,” Conley said. 
“One month ago, that amount 
was changed to $13,000. This 
money has been given to the 
agencies. There is simply no 
more money in the budget for 
emergency funding, as the trea- 
surer said.” 

Conley also noted that in ad- 
dition to the budgeted $13,000, 
emergency services agencies re- 
ceived $111,000 in coal sever- 
ance funding to purchase equip- 
ment, radios, trucks, etc. This 
money was requested by Conley 
and approved by State Rep. John 
Will Stacy, State Sen. Robert 
Stivers and the fiscal court. 

In other business, Magistrate 
Frankie Spencer made a motion 
that was seconded by Magistrate 
Denzil Potter to change the oc- 
cupational tax filing deadline 
from Feb. 28 to April 15, to co- 
incide with state and federal fil- 
ing deadlines. 

Before adjournment, the court 
authorized Judge Conley to sign 
all necessary documents pertain- 
ing gas line installation and re- 
pairs across or under county 
roads from Crockett to West Lib- 
erty by the Hay Exploration com- 
pany.

2009 crop acreage 
reporting deadlines 

Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
reminds agricultural producers 
of the acreage reporting require- 
ments that must be met prior to 
receiving program benefits. Fil- 
ing an accurate acreage report for 
all crops and land uses, includ- 
ing failed acreage and prevented 
planting acreage, can prevent the 
loss of benefits for a variety of 
programs. 

Producers must report acre- 
ages to maintain eligibility for 
Price Support Programs, 
Noninsured Crop Assistance 
Program (NAP), and Conserva- 
tion Reserve Program (CRP). All 
cropland on all farms must be 
certified to remain eligible for 
these programs. Producers are 
encouraged to report all crop 
acreages for eligibility to partici- 
pate in future farm pro- 
grams. 

Producers are reminded that 
final crop acreage reporting dates 
are: 

•15 calendar days before the 
onset of harvest or grazing for 
crops covered by NAP 

•May 3 1 for small grains 

•July 15 for certification of all 
other crops

By The President Of The United States Of America 
A Proclamation 



Sixty-two years after its 
founding, the Red Cross was in- 
strumental in what President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt called the 
“greatest single crusade of mercy 
in all of history.” In 1943, at the 
height of World War II, President 
Roosevelt called on the Ameri- 
can people to support the troops 
by supporting the Red Cross, 
which provided food, blood, and 
supplies to American troops, al- 
lies, and civilians across the 
world. President Roosevelt asked 
Americans to donate funds to the 
Red Cross, setting a goal of $125 
million for 6 weeks of 
fundraising. The American 
people responded with character- 
istic generosity, opening their 
hearts and wallets. The Red 
Cross met this goal in less than 
6 weeks. During that season of 
generosity and unity, President 
Roosevelt proclaimed March 
1943 as the first Red Cross 
Month.

The organization is best known 
for its work helping communi- 
ties deal with major disasters 
such as hurricanes, floods, and 
wildfires. These large scale di- 
sasters represent a major part of 
the work of the American Red 
Cross.

(In those days, there was not a 
road from Rt. 1161 to Hwy. 172 
through the Indian Creek area.) 

Those were great days - pass- 
ing the time with patrons, who 
would help me with flat tires, pull 
me out of mud holes, bring me a 
piece of pie or offer me a cup of 
coffee while I would sit on their 
front porches and write a money 
order for them. Of course, they 
always wanted to know what was 
going on in town. 

In those days, there was very 
little restriction on time spent on 
the route, except that we were to 
be as regular as possible and back 
before dispatch time. The impor- 
tant requirement was to get the 
mail delivered to the right person 
the quickest way possible. 

Charlie and Rachel Perry (then 
Box 151) had 11 children. I did 
not know all of them, but did see 
some of them every now and then 
enough to know who they were. 

One of their sons was named 
Ronald. He was married to Betty 
Booth, and they had three chil- 
dren. Ronald was employed by 
Clairborne Farm, a well-known 
thoroughbred breeding farm in 
Bourbon County owned by A.B. 
Hancock. 

On June 6, 1964, Ronald and 
his family, including a sister and

in Millersburg. 

The accident was one of the 
worst tragedies that ever hap- 
pened to a Morgan County fam- 
ily. Traveling over 100 miles each 
day on a mail route, serving hun- 
dreds of people, you become 
close to the families you serve. 
Charlie and Rachel Perry were 
two of my favorite people on the 
route. In the summer, Rachel al- 
ways kept me supplied with 
apples. Charlie died in 1973 and 
Rachel in 1994. 

What happened to Tammy Jo, 
the 3 -month-old baby? She was 
raised by her father’s sister, Edith 
and husband, Harold Caskey, in 
Bourbon County. (Harold was the 
son of Omer and Myrtle Caskey.) 
Harold and Edith had two chil- 
dren at the time of the accident, 
but took Tammy Jo and raised her 
as their own. 

“To me, they were always my 
mom and dad,” Tammy stated. 

When Tammy was four or five 
years old, a radio station in Paris 
told her story and asked people 
to make donations to buy her a 
pony. But wouldn’t you know it 
- the pony got out of the pasture 
and was hit by car and killed! 

When Tammy was 12 years 
old, Harold had a severe heart at- 
tack and the family moved back 
to my mail route at the “old 
homeplace” - the Charlie Perry 
farm. They moved back in 1976.

brother of Betty’s, were traveling 
between Paris and Carlisle, Ky., 
when their vehicle collided with 
a tractor and trailer truck. The two 
vehicles struck each other almost 
head-on. Those killed in the acci- 
dent were Ronald Perry, 24, driver 
of the car; his wife, Betty Sue 
Perry, 23; their children, Ricky 
Lynn, 4, and Rhonda Annette, 3; 
and Mrs. Perry’s sister, Priscilla 
Booth, 14, of Millersburg. 

Surviving the accident, even 
though they had numerous inju- 
ries, were the Perrys’ 3 -month-old 



daughter and 18-year-old brother 
of Betty. 

The driver of the truck was not 
injured. He was from Dalles, Ga., 
and was charged with involuntary 
manslaughter and held under 
$2,500 bond for court action. 

Ronald and his wife, Betty, 
were buried in one large grave 
with their two children buried 
between them. They were buried 
in the John Henry Cemetery at 
Pomp - one of the most beautiful 
spots in Morgan County. Priscilla 
Booth, sister of Betty, was buried

Thanks be to God our Father 
for allowing me to be alive to sit 
beside my son, Sgt. Kelly Keck, 
throughout the first two and a half 
months of recovery from his 
wounds from a land mine in Af- 
ghanistan. I can say in all sincer- 
ity that the trials of life for a 
Christian not only test our faith, 
but make us stronger. Without a 
doubt, the joy of the Lord is our 
strength. 

Without the Lord, I don’t see 
how any family member could 
enter Walter Reed Army Hospi- 
tal in Washington, D.C., and face 
the unknown with courage. See- 
ing Kelly lying in bed with tubes 
going into him pouring heavy 
medication into his system 
brought back memories of 32 
years ago - of standing beside his 
bed being told to prepare for his 
funeral. In neither of these in- 
stances did I say, “Why Kelly?” 

The need before me was obvi- 
ous. All of us - mom, wife, 
daughter and daughter, sister, dad, 
two cousins and nephew -were 
visiting for only one purpose: to 
comfort and cheer our wounded 
warrior back to health. 

If a recall, I greeted him with 
a hug, kiss and “I love you, son.” 
He, in return, gave me a slow grin 
and thanked me for coming. 



I wasn’t sure when I arrived at 
the gate at the hospital grounds 
that security would let us through 
after a 10-hour drive. Kelly’s 
cousin handed the guard an ID of 
some kind instead of a driver’s 
license. When his sister ex- 
changed eats with him, she pro- 
duced an unknown to her expired 
license. Then the guard looked 
into the back seat and asked if we 
actually had a licensed driver, so 
I took the wheel ! 

It was good to know that our 
wounded soldiers are so securely 
guarded. Plus, we had a good 
laugh to ease our entry into 
Kelly’s room. 

Each day, I arrived at the hos- 
pital at breakfast to allow Kelly’s 
wife, Oksana, to rest late after 
doing the night watch with their 
3 -year-old daughter, Zoya. I re- 
alized quickly the importance of 
family in recovery. 

Kelly couldn’t feed himself for 
the first three weeks and needed 
someone to push a button every 
eight to 10 minutes to send pain 
medicine into his leg and hand. 

The pain was very intense, al- 
though not once did I hear Kelly 
complain. For about three days, 
Kelly was extremely quiet when 
I would feed him, but I didn’t 
know why until the nurses told 



me the medication kept him 
drowsy. 

As the days passed quickly, so 
did Kelly’s desire to recover. Be- 
sides family, he had constant vis- 
its from others, including other 
recovered wounded warriors, vet- 
erans from various states and 
wars and numerous celebrities. 

For the first four to six weeks, 
he forgot most of his visitors due 
to the drowsiness, so I took pic- 
tures of most of his visitors. 

The first celebrity was a come- 
dian, whose name I forget, who 
gave Kelly and autographed book 
and presented a constant come- 
dian character. He was laughing 
continually at Kelly and his own 
family’s sense of humor, and re- 
marked as he left, “You all are the 
entertainer here instead of me. 
I’ve never seen such a funny 
group of people. You all cheered 
me up, even Kelly!” 

The second person I recall was 
singer Stevie Nicks, whom I’d 
never heard of. She overstayed 
her time, as most visitors did, due 
to Kelly’s story from being 
wounded in Afghanistan and the 
strength of joy in his life. She re- 
marked as she handed him an 
iPod with her songs and those of 
900 other singers, “I am so im- 
pressed with you that I am going 
to write a song about this visit! 
God bless you.” 

I thank every reader of our 
hometown paper, for Kelly has 
their constant prayers, cards and 
gifts to him. He is living proof 
that God answers payer. When ar- 
riving at Walter Reed, I was told 
to expect six months to be with 
him. He started therapy about two 
and half weeks later, and swiftly 
went from a wheelchair to getting 
a prosthesis and walking on his 
own. The hospital therapists said 
he moved ahead much farther 
than expected. For this we give 
God the glory. 

Continue to pray for all mili- 
tary personnel, families and 
Kelly, as they face life anew as a 
wounded survivor - and remem- 
ber to praise God for our free- 
doms due to this courage. 

One of Kelly’s most important 
visitors is with him in photo 
above. He stepped on a land mine 
the day after Kelly was wounded, 
and was in the same ward at the 
hospital. 

Kelly and eight to 10 wounded 
warriors’ stories were featured on 
the Oprah Winfrey television pro- 
gram on Feb. 26. The show was 
taped during a therapy session at 
Walter Reed. You saw firsthand 
how your prayers were answered.

Bill Monroe was born Septem- 
ber 13, 1911. He grew up on an 
isolated farm near Rosine, Ken- 
tucky. Don Rigsby was born Feb- 
ruary 18, 1968. He grew up on an 
isolated farm near Sandy Hook, 
Kentucky. Although Kentuckians 
cannot claim the invention of the 
mandolin, sometimes it is easy to 
believe the fabulous instrument 
originated in our hills. The true 
story has it coming to North 
America from Italy over 100 
years ago. What Kentucky can 
claim is the sound reasoned by the 
fabulous instrument in our own 
Bluegrass music. 

Around the 1940’s, the man- 
dolin was beginning to be used in 
a new form of country music 
called bluegrass. The man who 
coined the term was known as the 
father of bluegrass music, Will- 
iam “Bill” Monroe. He played his 
mandolin, a Loar F-5, “at a rapid 
tempo with brilliantly fast solo 
passages and with a pronounced 
blues influence” (Sparks 156). 

Elliott County’s own Don 
Rigsby brings Bill Monroe’s 
Bluegrass sound to the heart of 
Eastern Kentucky, then takes it 
around the world. 

Don learned to play the man- 
dolin at an early age. “I got my 
first mandolin when I was 13- 
years-old,” Don said. “It wasn’t 
the most popular instrument and 
Bluegrass wasn’t the type of mu- 
sic most people my age was lis- 
tening to. So I took some harsh 
teasing.” 

The teasing didn’t stop his 
yearn to play bluegrass music. “I 
had a lot of mentors who helped 
me through those times,” he said. 

Rather than let the teasing 
hinder his inspiration, Don turned 
his ear to the likes of Ralph and 
Carter Stanley, Bill Monroe and 
locals Ricky Skaggs and Keith 
Whitley. 

“The love of music and the 
desire to play was inside me, I 
couldn’t let go, not even if I had 
wanted to,” Rigsby added. Even 
the many friends Don had in his 
class couldn’t erase the brutal 
teasing carried out by a few bul- 
lies. He felt he must get away 
from it to improve his music and 
continue his education. “I felt the 
need to leave high school early 
and pursue a college degree,” he 
said. 

Don is held in high esteem by 



his fans and rightly so. His faith 
and commitment to family are to 
be admired along with his unique 
unsurpassed talent. “Don Rigsby 
is undoubtedly the best artist to 
emerge into Bluegrass music 
since Bill Monroe created the 
genre,” said Kevin Adkins, a fan 
and unofficial student of Blue- 
grass music. 

Doug Stam, of Menifee 
County, classified Don Rigsby as 
one of the best musicians of his 
time. “Yes, George Jones is 
great,” he said. “But you have 
someone just as good in his field 
and that is Don Rigsby. His abil- 
ity to sing harmony and put feel- 
ing into his work is as good as 
anyone will ever hear,” Doug 
concluded matter-of-factly. 

Even with this praise Don said 
he sometimes gets nervous. “Be- 
ing on stage at the Grand Ole 
Opry as a backup for Vince Gill 
was nerve wrecking,” he said. 
“Vince was singing Go Rest High 
on That Mountain , a song he 
wrote about Keith Whitley and 
his own brother, and I was play- 
ing and singing harmony. I was 
also learning from the high lone- 
some sound of Vince Gill. It is an 
experience I will never forget.” 

Hillbilly Heartache , recorded 
in 2005, is Don’s latest CD, but 
he has a new one coming to mar- 
ket in May. Voice of God is a 
“whole gamut of stuff from blues 
to Bluegrass to country — just a 
little bit of everything,” Rigsby 
said. “Even a couple of very spe- 
cial guests.” 

Don’s talent doesn’t stop with 
the mandolin and his voice, he 
also plays the fiddle and the gui- 
tar “and I do all three on the new 
CD,” he said. 

Don, along with being a full 
time musician, is the director of 
the Center for Traditional Music 
on the campus of Morehead State 
University. “The Center is multi- 
faceted,” Don said. “We teach 
classes on campus and do out- 
reach to schools and the general 
public. Our goal is to seek, find 
and preserve traditional music in 
this part of the state.” 

Morehead State University is 
the only one in Kentucky that has 
a minor in traditional music. 

“I have to be very careful,” 
Don said. “My job here and my 
music have to be kept separate 
even though they overlap. When 



I play at university functions, I 
don’t get paid; I only charge what 
I have to pay the band.” 

Don decided to live in Eastern 
Kentucky for personal reasons. 
“I’ve traveled all over the United 
States, Europe and other coun- 
tries. I’m always meeting people 
from Kentucky who want to come 
home. It makes me glad I live here 
even when the commute to work 
gets treacherous.” 

“I live close to Mom and Dad,” 
Don said. “Someday they will 
need help and I want to be close 
enough to give them the help they 
have given me all my life.” 

Don is happily married and “I 
have two wonderful children, 
Andrew is 14-months-old and 
loves to dance. Sarah is 7-years- 
old and she writes songs. We have 
actually written a song together,” 
he said. 

When asked what he sees in 
his future, Don replied, “I will 
continue to play music, further 
my education, but my largest 
project right now is raising a 
match for a million dollar grant 
to build a permanent place for the 
Center.” 

Don Rigsby, the musician, the 
educator, the family man lives 
among us as one of us. His fame 
has not taken away his love of 
home and family. He is a true en- 
tertainer from the hills and of the 
hills.

Son of Morgan County residents

KETTERING, Ohio - He 
looks like a modern-day matinee 
idol - a big plus when you’ve 
worked long and hard to enter the 
limelight in country music.

Conservation applications 
for WHIP pgm. to be taken 



USDA’s Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram (WHIP) signup. Landown- 
ers may apply for WHIP at any 
time. However, applications re- 
ceived by April 15, 2009, will be 
evaluated and considered for the 
2009 program year. Applications 
received after that date will be 
held until the next evaluation pe- 
riod. 

WHIP provides landusers an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat. The program provides fi- 



nancial incentives for installing 
eligible practices on land they 
own or control. The landuser 
must devote at least 10 acres to 
be eligible for wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to improve early 
successional and forestland habi- 
tats for declining species and 
other wildlife. Restoring remnant 
prairies, planting native grasses, 
shrubs and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements and creating shal- 
low water areas are some of the 



eligible practices for the program. 

Excluding livestock from sen- 
sitive streams and woodlands is 
also important focus under 
Kentucky’s 2009 WHIP. Since 
WHIP focuses on improvement to 
wildlife cover, food plots are not 
eligible under the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats.

Crime Stoppers 
now involved in 
Elliott murders 

Bluegrass Crime Stoppers is 
assisting the families of two East- 
ern Kentucky murder victims 
who were killed over a year ago. 

Robert Boggs, 35, of Elliott 
County, was found dead in his 
mobile home on Jan. 2, 2008, and 
Christopher Leadingham, 25, of 
Rowan County, was found on 
Jan. 4, 2008, in a ravine along the 
Brown Ridge area of Elliott 
County. 

Both men died of a gunshot 
wound to the head. 

According to the Kentucky 
State Police, the men lived to- 
gether at the time of their mur- 
ders, which showed several simi- 
larities. 

“We have not been able to lo- 
cate the gun used in the shoot- 
ing, but there is a possibility that 
the same weapon was used to kill 
both men,” KSP Trooper Ralph 
Lockard said in 2008. 

Following the murders, the 
Boggs and Leadingham families 
offered a $2,500 reward for in- 
formation that would lead to the 
arrest and conviction of the 
perpetrator(s). 

The incidents were also 
posted on the Bluegrass Crime 
Stoppers website on March 2.

As each day, reports of our fi- 
nancial situation paint an increas- 
ingly bleak picture, it’s important 
to remember that there is a silver 
lining to this very dark cloud. 

Let’s face it, many of us are 
relatively unsophisticated when it 
comes to financial management 
and planning, and our efforts at 
budgeting often take a back seat 
to the lure of credit and spending 
tomorrow’s paycheck on today’s 
luxuries. Then there are the items 
out of our control, like predatory 
lending and enormous and unex- 
pected health care costs. It’s no 
wonder why many household 
budgets resemble a financial train 
wreck. 

The silver lining may be that 
this crisis helps gets that train back 
on track, by motivating us to re- 
assess our spending habits, re- 
double our efforts to save and rec- 
reate the responsible saving pat- 
terns of our more prudent past. 

We haven’t always been a na- 
tion of over-spenders. In the early 
1980’s our personal savings rate 
topped 10% of our post- tax in- 
come. But in 2006 and 2007, our 
savings rate dropped below 1%, 
even dipping briefly into negative 
territory.

chasing. 

So what’s the “magic bullet” 
for families who desperately need 
to change their financial situation? 
There is none. The answer lies in 
the four core principles of per- 
sonal financial survival, which are 
the cornerstone of the advice of- 
fered through X Saves, a non- 
profit campaign which provides 
free financial advice, savings 
products and education. Hun- 
dreds/thousands of area residents 
have signed up with the campaign 
to take advantage of these re- 
sources. The principles are: 

First, spend less than you earn, 
and save the difference. Ignoring 
this principle is precisely where 
our problems began. Start by 
looking at exactly how you spend 
your money. Most of us are 
shocked at how a daily cup of cof- 
fee adds up, or what happens 
when we regularly eat out instead 
of preparing food from the gro- 
cery store. Most of us, once we 
actually see where we are spend- 
ing our money, can easily identify 
2-3 items to eliminate. The good 
news is that saving here and there 
is becoming the ‘trendy’ thing to 
do. Pay special attention to estab- 
lishing an emergency savings 
fund, to cover unexnected ex-

penses like car repairs or medical 
emergencies— this will allow you 
to avoid high-cost, short-term loan 
services, which create a cycle of 
debt. 

Second, pay-off high cost debt, 
as fast as possible. If you took out 
a payday loan, owe money on a 
high-interest credit card, or have 
another high-cost debt, those in- 
terest charges are driving you 
deeper into debt. Paying off this 
debt should be priority number 
one. 

Third, invest in appreciable 
assets, like a home or education. 
Appreciable assets grow in value 
over time or increase your earn- 
ing potential, thereby boosting 
your net worth. But buyer beware, 
and don’t bite off more than you 
can chew. Responsible lenders 
will insure that you’ll be fine in 
the long run. 

Finally, save for retirement. 
Take advantage of workplace re- 
tirement programs like 401 (k) or 
IRAs, and if your employer 
matches your contribution make 
sure you are contributing up to the 
full match. 

If, your workplace does not 
offer a retirement savings plan set 
up automatic deposits or transfers 
into your own savings and retire- 
ment accounts.

And here’s 
the icing on the cake, as more and 
more of us rekindle our savings 
ethic we become the engine that 
rebuilds our financial instititions 
and provides the capital to grow 
our economy in the long term. 

So start today and make a 
commitment to yourself to get 
back into that old fashioned sav- 
ings habit.
